X* According to inf anmif- 0 ^ received from on American agency in 
Bermuda on 3 March 1956, one f Axigaot VlIheln PAs'CE/aka Fred BAILEY, contacted 
and reported that chi 15 Pebruery 1956 one ixuber MADSVXA (sic), fin official 
la the Arbeitsmt (sic), Hamburg, contacted Mm and offered five nllHon mark; 
to kidnap General GEHLEH and deliver Mia to ovlet agent u ♦ if this voa not 
pooeible, the same offer held If PARCH would assassinate GEHLEH- The offbr 
ostensibly casta from Frederick FSLLEKBERG, a BurgermelGter In an u n tore ro town 
in the East Zone of Germany. ^ KAB£VXA1€H was reported to be a friend of the 
Burgenaeister, who had made a similar offer three years ago# PASCH said that 
both |ELLSHB2RG end-MADEVXA CH received orders from Richard CRAES;;, <jxth or of 
"Out of the Right". (in this connection, it is noted that B Out of the Right" 
was written by Jan V ALT IK, whose, real name va s Richard KREB , and that he 
died in Ja n uary 1951).

He sold that this van the first occasion ho hac had 1 
to report this information to anyone, since he could trust no one in Germany < j 
It is believed that PASCH was a crew member of a tanker of Liberian regie- j 
tration, the R3 Fabcal.

He lived in Hamburg in World War* I, end vas active subsequently in Hamburg 
in the International of ©amen end Harbor W or Ice r 3 (UsH) , working under j 

rfOLLWEBER. In 1924 be attended tha : Lenin school in Moscow. In I 925 he 
attended a special school of the Profiatern in Leningrad for six weeks, 
attending courses in organization of war tore, direction of strikoc, . radi- 
cal lmatian of strikes, etc# After returning to Hamburg he shipped out aa a 
seaman and want to San Francisco, where be vus arrested for assault with in- 
tent to kill and sentenced to Ran Quentin prison. After 39 months he vac 
paroled and deported to Germany. After his return to Germany he vas active 
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In the aesosa'e cell of the International Fort Bureau* Be attended the 
Brcma Sautical A cs£my at the seas ting where he vac stppoocd. to organise 
is Coossunlst cell among student ship* officers. After graduation he boecass 
Secretary of the Interclub in Bremen which in I93I became the Intereinb of 
the ISH. In August I93I he became Secretary of the Interclub at H sa to u r g , 
which moved to Copanhaggn after Hitler ecsa to power, and he vas sent cm 
ISH instruction misstans to various E u rope a n countries. In the fall of 
1933 WLDHEBER sent KHEBS 'to Ocmaay to do ta3ar gr o aa& work among acccm, 
harbor wartaara end rlvarcgn. Hs ms arrested shortly after arrival, held 
prisoner for oyer tvo years, then coarineed tha Geotepo he had defected. 

Bs veto sent by the Geetepo to Copenhagen to set as en infbsstsat a mo n g Co®- 
Bualat end ISH persons there. Upon his return to Copenhagen be acted en a 
double, but ms controlled by the Coasmlets who, through kirn, fed Eixin- 
fomatlcn to the Gostepo.

B* wan the Brcs*sa star 
Med a l; -for valor egolnst tie Japanese st Kiadoro in 1 945 and eerly: in 1947 
was granted O.S. eitlaenehip. He died in Jcamery 1951.
